Burglary, Theft from a Building, and Vandalism

In recent audits, we have encountered reports where one incident is reported with the following
combination of offenses:

Burglary and Theft from a Building
Burglary and Vandalism

Let’s look at Burglary and Theft from a Building first. Burglary includes the element of theft or
attempted theft. Therefore, an additional Theft Offense should not be reported (TIBRS Manual,

pg. 68).

What about Burglary and Vandalism? Burglary also contains the element of forcibly breaking into
a structure. That means, there is the likelihood of causing damage. The offense of Vandalism is
reported only when the amount of damage done to the structure is greater than $1000, or if there
is damage above and beyond what was required to enter the structure (TIBRS Manual, pg. 69).
